NON-ENGLISH INFORMATION 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable 1 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

1 . European Patent Application No. EP 0 836 970 Bl published April 22, 1998 
discloses: The airbag system has an airbag consisting of an inflatable gas cushion, a gas 
generator to fill it, a gas supply tube through a separate region of the airbag, inflation apertures in 
the tube, and a shaped batten with a shot channel in it. The airbag, folded, is laid in the shot 
channel against the gas supply tube. There are fixing elements to hold the unit consisting of the 
shaped batten, airbag and gas supply tube, which may extend along one side of the vehicle from 
the A column to the C column. 

2. European Patent Application No. EP 0 791 5 1 1 Bl published August 27, 1997 
discloses: The equipment has an inflatable airbag, which can be folded up under a lining

component on the roof frame of a vehicle, and which provides side impact protection for the 
head of an occupant. It is fixed to the frame at two or more points, which lie at the outer ends of 
the airbag, and which are on its upper side when it is unfolded. The bag may have fastening 
loops at its fixing points, and a long gas generator may be arranged parallel to it under the lining 
component. The generator may have a cylindrical outer contour, and may also have separate gas 
discharge openings on its outer curved surface. 
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
